Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution summar- 
ized below, which was approved by the General Court in joint sessions of the 
House of Representatives and Senate on August 15, 1973, by a vote of 199—66, 
and on May 7, 1975, by a vote of 228—41? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment would authorize the Legislature to substitute for the 
present system of flat or uniform personal income tax rates a system of rates 
graduated according to the total amount of income received. The Legislature 
would also be authorized to provide for reasonable exemptions, deductions, 
credits, and abatements and could base Massachusetts income tax provisions on 
provision of Federal income tax law. 
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QUESTION NO. 3 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution summar- 
ized below, which was approved by the General Court in joint sessions of the 
House of Representatives and Senate on August 15, 1973 by a vote of 259—0 
and on May 12, 1976, by a vote of 262-1. 


SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment would authorize the Legislature to provide for 
absentee voting by persons who hold religious beliefs in conflict with the act 
of voting on the day on which any election is to be held. 


QUESTION NO. 4 
LAW PROPOSED BY AN INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, which was disapproved by the 
House of Representatives on May 5, 1975, by a vote of 179—46, and on which 
no vote was taken by the Senate before May 7, 1975. 


SUMMARY 


SECTION 1 of the act inserts a new chapter 164B into the General Laws and 
establishes a Massachusetts Power Authority, a body corporate and politic with 
seven members appointed by the Governor to staggered six year terms. The 
Authority is to establish and operate a bulk power supply system to supply 
wholesale electric power to utilities throughout the Commonwealth. The pri- 
mary purpose of the Authority is to supply the Commonwealth with power 
with the minimum adverse impact on the environment. The Authority is also 
authorized to engage in research and development of new sources of power, 
new siting techniques, and methods of environmental protection. 


In carrying out its responsibilities, the Authority is authorized to adopt by-laws; 
adopt an official seal; maintain offices; sue and be sued; construct or acquire 
facilities either within or without the Commonwealth; issue revenue bonds and 
borrow money in anticipation of issuance of revenue bonds; acquire real and 
personal property; employ professional, managerial and other employees deemed 
necessary and fix their compensation to be paid solely out of revenues of the 
Authority; appear before other government agencies; apply for and receive fed- 
eral or other grants of funds; and enter into contracts and agreements. 


The Authority will build and operate all new generating and transmission facil- 
ities in the Commonwealth and has the option to purchase existing facilities 
through negotiation, condemnation, or eminent domain. After an initial two-year 
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period, no other utility may construct a new facility unless the Authority certi- 
fies that it lacks the capability to finance the facility and the facility would 
further the purposes of the act. 


The Authority will finance its activities by issuing revenue bonds. The bonds will 
be exempt from state taxation, but will not be backed by the full faith and credit 
of the Commonwealth. Power will be sold to other utilities by contract but no 
special discounts or bonuses to promote the increased use of power may be given. 
Public hearings are required on all major contracts. 


The Authority is required to develop a master 20-year demand study and siting 
plan within 18 months of its incorporation, to be updated each succeeding year. 
Sites will be selected in accordance with the Electric Power Facilities Siting 
Council Act of 1973. The Governor and the community in which any facility is 
to be located must affirmatively approve the facility before it can be constructed. 


The Authority will be subject to all applicable federal and state environmental 
standards and must obtain all necessary federal and state permits and complete 
all necessary environmental impact statements. 


The Authority will be exempt from taxation but will make payments in lieu of 
taxes to cities and towns in an amount equal to the tax which would be paid if 
the Authority’s real and personal property were owned by a private electric 
utility company. 


The Authority is forbidden from engaging in promotional or image advertising. 
The Authority has the authority to bargain collectively with its employees and 
is subject to the provisions of Chapter 150 of the General Laws, which governs 
the conciliation and arbitration of industrial disputes. Employees of the 
Authority are not subject to the civil service law and rules. Employees of 
utilities displaced by the activities of the Authority have first preference in 
employment by the Authority. 


SECTION 2 of the act amends Section 43 of Chapter 164 of the General Laws 
to provide that if a city or town votes, in accordance with the provision of 
Chapter 164, to establish a municipal utility and acquire the facilities of the 
utility currently serving the community, and the utility refuses to sell its prop- 
erty to the city or town, that the Department of Public Utilities will establish 
a fair price for the facilities, and the utility will be required to accept the price 
determined by the department and tender the deed for the facilities to the city 
or town. 


QUESTION NO. 5 
(This question appeared as question 5 (a) in the 
Information for Voters booklet.) 
LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, which was disapproved by the 
House of Representatives on May 3, 1976, by a vote of 197—35, and on which 
no vote was taken by the Senate before May 5, 1976? 
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SUMMARY 


The proposed legislation would prohibit the possession, ownership, or sale of 
any weapon from which a shot or bullet can be discharged and which has a 
barrel length of less than sixteen inches. The prohibition would not apply to 
military personnel, law enforcement officers, federally licensed handgun 
manufacturers and wholesalers, common carriers in the ordinary course of 
transport, or to historical societies and museums. The act would not affect 
the possession of rifles, shotguns and certain antiques and replicas. The pro- 
posal also does not change the existing statutory penalties for unlawful pos- 
session, ownership or sale of handguns, including provision imposing manda- 
tory jail sentences. 


The proposal would permit owners of handguns to surrender their weapons 
to any law enforcement agency in the Commonwealth within six months of 
the effective date of the act without incurring criminal liability. Those sur- 
rendering handguns within that six months will be compensated at a rate to 
be determined by the Commissioner of Public Safety. 


QUESTION NO. 6 
LAW PROPOSED BY AN INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, which was disapproved by the 
House of Representatives on May 3, 1976, by a vote of 146—85, and on which 
no vote was taken by the Senate before May 5, 1976? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed act would require every beverage container sold or offered for 
sale in the Commonwealth to have a refund value of at least five (5) cents, 

and would prohibit the sale of metal beverage containers with flip-tops. It 
would apply to containers for beer and other malt beverages and to soft drinks. 
It would not apply to containers for dairy products or natural fruit juices, nor 
to containers which are biodegradable. 


The act would authorize the Secretary of Environmental Affairs to certify con- 
tainers as reusable or recyclable. It contains both enforcement and penalty 
provisions and would take effect on February 1, 1977. 


QUESTION NO. 7 
LAW PROPOSED BY AN INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, which was disapproved by the 
House of Representatives on May 3, 1976, by a vote of 182—49, and on which 
no vote was taken by the Senate before May 5, 1976? 
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SUMMARY 


The proposed act would impose a general requirement that every electric 
utility company charge a uniform rate per kilowatt hour of electricity. The 
proposed act would except from this general rule rates charged to other 
electric utility companies and to residential customers who heat their prin- 
ciple place of residence by electricity. The Act would also permit a different 
rate to be charged residential customers for the first three hundred (300) 
kilowatt hours they consume each month, and would authorize “peak load”’ 
pricing whereby a higher rate than the uniform rate per kilowatt hour may be 
charged during the periods of the day or seasons of the year when consumption 
of electricity is the greatest. The Act would authorize the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities to issue implementing rules and regulations and provides for en- 
forcement. 


QUESTION NO. 8 


THIS QUESTION IS NOT BINDING 


The following is a non-binding advisory question: “‘Shall the General Court 
enact legislation authorizing the construction of an oil refinery and a deep 

water port, subject to the approval of those communities directly affected 

and any reservations that the General Court may prescribe?”’ 


SUMMARY 


The Legislature has placed this question on the ballot in order to determine 
whether the people favor or oppose the construction of an oil refinery and 
deep water port in Massachusetts. The vote on this question is not binding 
on the Legislature. The question deals with the general advisability of such 
construction and is not a specific proposal for a facility. If a specific pro- 
posal is made, it would be subject to approval by the communities directly 
affected and subject to any restrictions imposed by the Legislature. 


QUESTION NO. 9 
THIS QUESTION IS NOT BINDING 


The following is a non-binding advisory question: ‘Shall retail stores including 
package liquor stores, so called, be allowed to open for business on Sunday?”’ 


SUMMARY 


The Legislature has placed this question on the ballot in order to determine 
whether the people favor or oppose the Sunday opening of certain retail stores, 
including package liquor stores. As the law now stands, most retail and all pack- 
age liquor stores must be closed on Sundays. The vote on this question is not 
binding on the Legislature.

I hereby certify that the following motions were adopted under Articles 15, 
16, and 17 by voters of the Town of Bellingham at the Annual Town Meeting of 
March 19, 1976, including the Adjourned Sessions of March 26, 1976, and March 
31, 1976: 


ARTICLE 15 
VOTED: That the Town amend the Bellingham Zoning By-law as follows: 


1. Add to ARTICLE V the following definition at its appropriate alphabetical 
location; 


“Motor Vehicle Service Station — Premises devoted primarily to retail sale of 
fuels and lubricants and/or washing of motor vehicles, with any repair services 
or other sales or services of secondary importance.” 


2. Amend Section 2400, Use Regulations Schedule, by referencing the row 
“Retail sales or service’ (under COMMERCIAL USES) to a new footnote 
“3”, and further, by adding such footnote to read as follows: 


| “3Premises involving retail sales of gasoline shall only be allowed on Special 
Permit, in accordance with Section 4800.” 


3. Add a new Section 4800 under ARTICLE IV SPECIAL REGULATIONS to 
read as follows: 


“4800 Motor Vehicle Services 
Motor vehicle service stations shall be granted a Special Permit only in con- 
formity with the following: 


4810. Entrances, Exits. No location shall be approved if a vehicular en- 
trance or exit will be so located as to create an unusual hazard. Lanes of 
entry shall be separated from lanes of egress by not less than 40 feet, shall 
be clearly distinguished by directional signs or markers, and shall be clearly 
channeled through use of curbed planting areas or similar devices. Entrances 
and. exits together shall occupy not more than 40% of the lot frontage. 
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4820. Relation to Pedestrian Flow. No location shall be approved if a 
vehicular entrance or exit will be so located as to cross a major pedestrian 
flow, such as on sidewalks servicing churches, schools, recreation areas, or 
compact retail districts. 


4830. Visibility. No entrance or exit shall be located within 20 feet of a 
side lot line, or within 50 feet of the intersection of sidelines of intersect- 
ing streets. Egressing vehicles shall have at least 400 feet visibility in each 
travel direction. 


4840. Off-Street Spaces. There shall be at least two additional waiting 
spaces per filling position. 


4850. Service Building. No service building shall be located within 40 feet 
of a street line, and no pump or other dispensing device, moveable sign or 
display, nor temporary or permanent storage of merchandise, shall be 
located within 20 feet of a street line. 


4860. Fuel Storage Tank. No fuel storage tank shall be located within 20 
feet of any lot line. 


4870. Service Safety. No self-service gasoline service station shall be 
allowed.”

be in conformance with applicable regulations of the Metropolitan Air 
Pollution Control District; sewage disposal will be in conformance with 
applicable requirements of the Massachusetts State Sanitary Code; any 
electromagnetic radiation will be in conformance with the regulations of 
the Federal Communications Commission. 


3240. Performance Compliance. For a facility whose future compliance 
with performance standards in this bylaw is questionabie, the Zoning Agent 
may require that the applicant furnish evidence of probable compliance, 
whether by example or similar facilities or by engineering analysis. Issuance 
of a permit on the basis of that evidence shali certify the town’s acceptance 
of the conformity of the basic structure and equipment, but future equip- 
ment changes and operating procedures must be such as to also comply 
with these standards.”

Voted: That the Town rescind the entire contents of Sections 2-81 and 2-82 
of Article 5 of the General By-Laws of the Town of Bellingham as they may have 
been amended from time to time, and to substitute in its place as follows: 


Section 2-81. Membership; Appointment; Eligibility for Appointment. 
There shall be a Finance Committee consisting of nine (9) legal voters 
of the Town, three (3) from each Precinct at all times who shall be 
appointed by the Moderator as hereinafter provided. No elected or 
appointed Town Officer or Town Employee other than members of 
the Personnel Board shall be eligible to serve on said Committee. 


Section 2-82. Terms of Office. 
There shall be no appointments made to the six (6) terms expiring 
after the final adjournment of the Annual Town Meeting in 1976. 


The Moderator of the Town Meeting shall appoint one (1) member 
from each Precinct in 1977 for three year terms, one (1) member 
from each Precinct in 1978 for one year terms, and (1) member 
from each Precinct in 1978 for three year terms.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF REGISTRARS 


The Board of Registrars elected Gordon D. Curtis its Chairman for the year 
1976. Other members are Virginia P. Chase, Emile W. Niedzwiadek, and Bertrand 
Z. Remillard who also serves as Clerk. 


Special voter registration sessions were posted and held as required by law 
prior to the Annual Town Election, Presidential Primaries, State Primaries, General 
Election and all Special Town Meetings. In addition, voter registration has been 
provided by the Town Clerk on a year-round basis at his office in the Town Hall 
on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays and Fridays from 9:00 A.M., to 5:00 P.M. and 
on Wednesdays from 9:00 A.M. to 3:00 P.M. and from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M.

We again wish to remind residents of a few of the laws which they should be 
aware of regarding voter registration, to preclude any future problems regarding 
their voting status. Some of these are: 
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1. | When a voter moves from one street address to another within the 
town, he is required by law to file a written change of address form 
with the Board of Registrars. This must be done in person and on 
special forms which are available for this purpose in the Town 
Clerk’s office. 


2. Minors who will become 18 years of age prior to any election or town 
meeting, may register to vote before the final day of registration, 
even though they have not yet become 18 years of age on the date of 

- registration. 


3. Residency requirements for voter registration are now: 


a. 20 days prior to Annual Town Election and Town Meeting. 

b. 10 days prior to any Special Town Meeting. 

c. 28 days prior to a Presidential Primary, State Primary, and 
State Election. 


We again request the cooperation of all town residents in providing accurate 
information to the census enumerators when visiting their homes for the annual 
Town Census, which is taken in the months of January and February. 


The information you provide is not only valuable to your town government, 
but it may also be important to you at some future time, if you should be required 
to prove your residency for various legal reasons. 


It is especially important to servicemen in applying for the state veterans’ | 
bonus. It is also important for students who are planning to attend state colleges 
or universities and claiming to be residents of this state in order to obtain the lower 
tuition rates. . 


Servicemen and students, even though living away from home, are still con- 
sidered legal residents of Bellingham unless they have established a permanent resi- 
dence elsewhere. Their names should be reported to the census enumerators by 
their parents.

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REPORT OF THE VETERANS’ AGENT 


I am pleased to report that the Veterans’ Services expenditures for the 
calendar year 1976 have been decreased to a seven year low figure of $28,941.70, 
as shown in the following table:

Most of these savings are the result of a continuing investigative effort in 
monitoring the amounts and sources of recipients income, and in diverting their 
needs whenever possible, through federal agencies, thereby minimizing the 
town’s burden. It is also due to a thorough screening and evaluation of all new 
applicants. 


The requested budget for Veterans’ Services Benefits this year is $40,000. 
This is a reduction of approximately $18,000 from last year’s budget. 


We will do our utmost to maintain our present low level of expenditure and, 
if possible, perhaps improve on it. 


In so doing, however, all veterans who qualify, may rest assured that they will 
receive the maximum benefits allowed by law.

Both the Lyndon Murray Memorial Building and the North Community 
Building are available, at no charge, to residents of Bellingham for community 
activities. The buildings can be reserved by contacting the respective custodians. 


‘The Board of Selectmen voted to increase fees for licenses for the sale of 
alcoholic beverages and for the sale of new and used cars effective with the 1977 
license renewals. This will bring additional revenue into the Town. 


The Town of Bellingham has received Federal monies through the Anti- 
recession Fiscal Assistance Program. This money will be used to renovate the former 
Highway Garage located behind Town Hall. The building will be used for offices 
and meeting rooms, thus alleviating some of the space problems within Town Hall. 


Through the efforts of the Veterans’ Grave Agent, Mr. Russell Chase, the 
Center Street Cemetery has been cleared of brush and other debris and the stones 
have been repaired. 


Regular meetings of the Board of Selectmen are held on Monday evenings 
beginning at 7:30 P.M. in their office in Town Hall.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Bellingham: 

The following is my report for the Year 1976. 

The 1976 winter was just slightly below normal relative to snowfall. I think the men 
of the Highway Dept. did an outstanding job keeping our streets open and safe for 


the citizens of Bellingham and for motorists passing through town. 


The following streets were paved this year with money received from the State under 
Chapters 497, 825 and 765:

The above listed streets will be repaved providing the funds are received from the 
state. As of this writing, the future of state aid for highways seems to be in doubt. 


We urge all of our citizens to contact their legislators and express their concern, that 
all of our highway trust funds and gas tax monies not be diverted to mass transit 
and MBTA to offset their operating deficits which do not help Bellingham in any 
way. 
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The six year capital outiay program had to be moved up one year as last year’s 
appropriation had to be voted over again due to a technicality. The equipment 
that was voted on in 1975 was not purchased until this year. The wood and brush 
chipper which we just received is to be used jointly between the Highway Depart- 
ment and the Tree Warden with the wood chips to be made available to the towns- 
people at no charge. 


We finally have all the necessary reports and permits to begin the reconstruction 
of Depot Street which will be started in the spring. 


I would like to express my appreciation to all the employees of the Highway Dept., 
the Water Dept., the Police Dept., Fire Dept., School Dept., Board of Selectmen, 
Town Counsel, the State and County Engineers, and the Finance Committee for 
the fine cooperation and help given to me this past year.

Business meetings are held the second and fourth Mondays of each month at 
1:30 p.m. in upper Town Hall. 


Blood Pressure Drop-In Clinics are held the fourth Tuesday of each month 
alternating between Depot Court and Wrentham Manor. 


Hot lunch program is open to all senior citizens — location is unimportant. 
Any person desiring hot lunches on a daily basis need only telephone 883-1475, 
Mr. Paul Yuele, and he will arrange with the school nearest you for you to enjoy 
a hot lunch every day. Mr. Henry St. Germain is in charge of the hot lunch program 
for Wrentham Manor; Mrs. Annette Caya is in charge of the program for Assumption 
School and Mrs. Henrietta Moran is in charge of the Depot Court area. Lunches are 
served at a cost of 50¢. 


“Senior Sentinel”, a monthly publication for senior citizens is being published 
by the Council on Aging and mailed to all residents, age 59 and over. This means of 
communication, we have found, is enjoyed by all and many constructive comments 
have been received as well as materials submitted by seniors for insertion in “their” 
newsletter. 


Numerous business establishments have been approached by senior citizens 
resulting in discounts being made available to them. 


Town Hall office — This Council has been instrumental in setting up an office 
in lower Town Hall, Room 11. In January, 1977, plans are being formulated for 
installation of a telephone and staffing by volunteer senior citizens until a Coordi- 
nator Trainee can be placed by C.E.T.A. (application has been filed with the Nor- 
wood Consortium for this position). 


“Friendly Visitor” — This person will be telephoning and visiting senior citi- 
zens, particularly shut-ins, assisting them with correspondence, reading of mail to 
blind, etc. This position has been applied for through the C.E.T.A. program. 
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Federal transportation grant has been reactivated and will be put to work 
transporting senior citizens in shopping for food, medical visits, etc. 


Other federal and state grants are being studied and applied for. Our goals 
are high: a mini-bus for transportation, and a senior center are among our future 
plans. 


A questionnaire has been mailed to all senior citizens, age 59 and over, asking 
pertinent questions that would aid us in servicing our seniors once their needs are 
determined. We have received many written replies, numerous telephone requests 
for assistance. These requests are being promptly met by volunteers. 


At our annual Christmas party, a small donation was made instead of an 
exchange gift. This money was divided among needy persons from the five parishes 
in Bellingham. 


We feel we have just begun to accomplish the many tasks ahead and are look- 
ing forward to a most successful year in 1977. We greatly need and appreciate your 
help and support.

The Fire Department responded to 52 building fires; 21 household appliance 
fires; 66 box alarms; 65 vehicle assistance calls; made 221 investigations; 252 grass, 
brush alarms; 135 special details and gave mutual aid to Medway 2 times, Franklin, 
3, Hopedale, 1, Blackstone, 4, and Milford, 1; and handled 725 calls in the Ambu- 
lance/Rescue division. Total calls for 1976 were 1548 compared with 1550 in 1975 
and 1273 in 1974. 
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Inspections were made of businesses and, where needed, corrections were 
recommended and the necessary follow-up instituted. All schools were inspected 
regularly and the four required fire drills held. Over 6,000 children were lectured 
to and fire safety messages given. 


A scheduled daily, weekly and monthly maintenance of all equipment was 
held and all ten vehicles are in good condition. Plans should be made, and I have 
requested in my Capital Improvement report, that a replacement program be 
considered as our trucks are 1950, 1954, 1960, 1966, 1969 and 1973. The station 
wagon — a 197] Ford — has over 97,000 miles on it and there will be an article 
on the Annual Warrant, which I ask everyone to support. __ 


The ban on outside burning eliminated many calls and the general coopera- 
tion of the public was very good. Repeated calls came from the following areas 
which are a nuisance — Macy School area; Country Club area; Utility lines, off 
Farm St. and along the tracks off Depot Street. The Police Department Detective 
Division has been cooperative when asked and a sizable amount of money recouped 
from false alarm ringers and unnecessary fire calls was turned in to the Town 
Treasurer. Telephone Emergency number 911 has worked well and numerous per- 
sons trapped when calling in a false alarm over the phone. 


Eleven persons have taken the EMT required training and carry an up-to-date 
certificate. Others are aware that the new law requires that any one working in the 
Ambulance/Rescue service after July 1, 1977 must have this certificate. $6,053.50 
was collected by the coordinator for Ambulance service and weekly payments were 
turned in to the Town Treasurer. 


All firefighters are taking the state mandated training to comply with the 
First Responder law. Qualified instructors from within our own department are 
teaching all the men. 


The fire alarm division has grown and at present there are 52 street boxes, 
14 master boxes, 3 station boxes and 2 private company boxes with over 20 miles 
of fire alarm wire servicing the town. 


In my confidential files I have insurance company reports showing that they 
have paid to their customers over $140,000 for fire loss of insured property this 
year. These figures are not complete as all of the insurance companies have not yet 
responded to my request. Unfortunately, in contrast, I am not able to give a figure 
in the thousands as to the amount that our efficient department saved. 


Seven types of permits were issued: 88 for household fuel oil storage; 1 for 
commercial storage; 1 for rocket launching; 2 for blasting; 1 for fireworks display; 
26 for household and/or camper storage of LP gas and 97 home fire alarm systems 
were checked out. $35.50 for fees turned in to the Town Treasurer. 
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I recommend the following: A cement block addition 35 x 20 ft. to the rear 
of the Central Station. Four men to be added to the permanent ranks so that the 
town will receive better service by around the clock seven days a week coverage. 
A committee be formed to work towards the acquisition of an Aerial Ladder 
truck which is needed for ‘reach’, supplement man-power shortage during week 
and to be able to work efficiently at 3 decker houses and four story mills that 
we have. Until such time that we have men on duty around the clock, I suggest 
that we continue the present Saturday and Sunday schedule, which for the first 
six months of trial has conservatively saved the town about $2,000. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Town Officials, and members of 
the Fire Department for their cooperation in my efforts to better serve the citizens 
of the Town of Bellingham.

The increase in the tax rate was caused by a reduction in Revenue Sharing 
Funds. The amount received for 1976 was $131,598.00 as compared to 
$342,552.03 for 1975. This reduction in Revenue Sharing Funds represented an 
increase of $2.33 on the tax rate. 


The Bellingham—Blackstone Town Line was re-mapped by the Norfolk 
County Engineers and discrepancies were resolved as to the location of the 
Town Line. 


Town Counsel is presently engaged in a law suit brought by the Town of 
Blackstone, which has not been resolved at this time. 


This office was successful in obtaining the approval of two (2) Assistant 
Assessors from C.E.T.A. who are in the process of making on-site checking of 
all parcels in the Town. This project is to be completed in early Fall 1977.

The Bellingham Auxiliary Police have contributed over 20,000 hours to 
non-profit civic groups and the Town of Bellingham for the year 1976. Over 200 
man hours a month were used patrolling the Bellingham Schools and the Wethers- 
field area to cut down on vandalism and to curb breaking and entering and robbery. 
We have taken on the duties of all the churches in the Town, Saturday Evening 
Masses and Sunday Masses without the aid of regular police officers, with no 
remuneration. This alone is a substantial savings to the Town of Bellingham. 


In late December 1976, the B.A.P. again was moved to new quarters. We 
will now operate in the Basement of the Center School, due to the renovation of 
the Old Town Barn. The Police Cruiser that was turned over to us last year has 
been turned in for a later model for the Bellingham Police. As of now we are not 
sure of the status of the B.A.P. Cruiser. If the B.A.P. does not obtain a Cruiser, 
it will surely be a loss to the Town of Bellingham as far as patrolling schools and 
Town properties are concerned. We will continue to perform duties for non-profit 
organizations and the Town of Bellingham to the best of our ability. 


GUN COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Gun Committee has been very active this past year. Classes on the safe 
handling of fire arms have been held. Two firings have taken place at the Holliston 
Gun Club indoor range. All members have qualified on the safety and firing with 
the 38 cal. Smith and Wesson revolver. All shells expended have been reloads, 
reloaded under the direction of Sgt. William Gomes, Ptm. Simon Vandervalk, 

Ptm. Gordon Brown and Ptm. Walter Lewinski. The Pistol Committee has purchased 
ten new Smith and Wesson 38 cal. mod. 64 stainless steel weapons, including all 
leather, for $1,000. In 1977 we hope to appropriate enough monies to purchase 

ten more of these weapons. The weapons we are now carrying were manufactured 
around 1939-41 and were allocated to us by the U.S. Navy in 1958. 


INSTRUCTION COURSES 
Administrative Sgt. Joseph Grassi has continued his effort to instruct us in 


police procedures. The B.A.P. will also continue in striving to learn within the 
personnel ranks. 
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COMMUNICATIONS REPORT 


Under the direction of Capt. George Cleveland, our communications system 
was completed with little exceptions. We now have to start renovating our new 
quarters and try to set up another system. We will still have direct communications 
with the Bellingham Police Department within the next month or so. We will also 
set up our system to coordinate with surrounding towns in case of mutual aid or 
disaster. 


At this time I would like to take the opportunity to thank Chief Norman 
McLinden and Administrative Sgt. Joseph Grassi and all the members of the 
Bellingham Police Department for the cooperation shown to the Bellingham 
Auxiliary Police. 


Last, but not least, I give special thanks to the 32 members of the Bellingham 
Auxiliary Police and their wives who give of themselves and their time with no 
remuneration to make Bellingham a better place to live. 


The services of the Bellingham Auxiliary Police are available to all civic, 
school, church, and non-profit organizations in the Town of Bellingham on a 
voluntary basis. If you wish our services, please advise us at least two weeks in 
advance so that we can better serve you.

April was “‘Clean-Up” month and with the help of the Highway Dept., the 
Jr. High Bicentennial Club, Girl Scouts and Boy Scouts, we were successful in 
sprucing up several miles of streets. 


In June, with the cooperation of the Water Commissioners, we arranged an 
art contest at the High School for the purpose of painting a Bicentennial picture 
on the South Main Street water tower. Ms. Nancy Bucciero was the student who 
created the winning picture that all can enjoy as they drive past the tower. 


Our Fourth of July Country Fair festivities actually began the night before 
with a scrumptious Chicken Barbecue, followed by an outdoor concert by our 
High School students under the direction of Uytautis Rastonis. The only way to 
follow that act was with fireworks, and so we did just that. For nearly 40 minutes 
we enjoyed a tremendous display. 


The morning of the 4th began with the Blessing of the Animals at St. Blaise 
Church. Our country fair was further highlighted by entertainment, arts and 
crafts booths, animal demonstration, horse relay races, tennis tournaments, art 
exhibits, colonial games, food booths, film festivals, amateur food and crafts 
judging, historical and quilt displays, a fashion show, amateur radio demonstra- 
tions, bell ringing and, to end our day, a super fantastic 50’ long banana split! 


It is the hope of the Commission that other groups will carry on the Fair 
in the years to follow. 


Our Liberty Tree Project which received $1,500 in matching grant funds, 
got off the ground in October with the planting of 100 Kwanzan Cherry Trees. 
The recipients were our churches, schools, Depot and Wrentham Courts, 
Highway, Fire and Water Departments. These trees are our Living Memorial 
gifts to the Town of Bellingham. 


Our finale for the year was an Open House Quilt Exhibit featuring our 
Bicentennial Quilt encased in its new frame — handcrafted by Lucien Collamati. 
Under the direction of Quilting Director Gladys Glockner, we exhibited approxi- 
mately 30 quilts, 10 of which were antiques, made or owned by Bellingham 
residents.

Many changes occurred during the year for the Board of Health organization. 
On July 1, 1976 a new contract was signed for the Town Sanitary Landfill Opera- 
tion. The low bidder and new contractor for the operation and development of the 
landfill was B & M Construction Company of Woonsocket, Rhode Island. 


A new Health Agent was also advertised for and appointed by our Board. 
Previously handied by the Town Inspector, the new part-time Health Agent is 
currently employed on a twenty hour work week. Mr. Alex Galuza of Pickering 
Avenue in Bellingham was appointed and has done a very professional job to the 
satisfaction of our Board. 


The Board also employed a full time clerk through the C.E.T.A. program and 
for the first time in the history of the Bellingham Board of Health office hours are 
now daily from 8 A.M. to 4 P.M. in the Town Hall office and residents can easily 
be in contact with Health Representatives. 


1976 was also the year for the Federally Funded Swine Flu Program. 
Although there were many problems with the program on the State and Federal 
level, the Bellingham Board of Health sponsored three major clinics for Swine Flu 
Innoculations with very large groups of residents attending all three clinics. 

Many other clinics in town were also held for our senior citizens and school 
children sponsored by our office and with help of our town Doctor and the 
Milford Area Visiting Nurse Association.

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Although these figures reflect a substantial effort, we recognize that much 
of the energy draining activity of the Center cannot be properly quantified. I am 
therefore appending the following commentary on crucial but hard to quantify 
Center service. 


1. The countless hours devoted to finding, mobilizing, and negotiating for 
community resources on a case by case basis. 


2. The case management role of coordinating, by phone or personal con- 
tact, efforts of all social agencies involved with the case so that the actions of 
courts and probation officers, the Division of Family Service, the schools, the 
Division of Youth Services, etc. may be more specifically geared to meet the 
needs of this child in this family at this time. 


3. The fruitless and the fruitful hours of struggle with the bureaucracies 
when a child needs to be placed outside the home — a struggle that can actually 
_ go on for months and even years. 


4. The hours on the phone with the client crisis and the family crisis or 
the continuing crisis that requires phone sessions between center sessions. 


5. The phone consultations with other agencies. 


6. The work that is done to help the siblings of targeted clients, a natural 
consequence of the family approach wherein siblings are seen directly and not 
just talked about. 


Beyond the difficult to quantify activities mentioned above there are 
substantial efforts that must be made to sustain a high level of awareness in 
our therapeutic and consultative judgments and interpersonal interactions. One 
cannot turn on an accepting, understanding appreciation of the human condition 
of individual human beings through an application of technique no matter how 
sophisticated. There must be a continuing struggle to eliminate the blind spots, 
to resist the lure of stereotyping those who do not respond to what we think are 
our best efforts, and to foster identification, understanding, and control of the 
irrational in our own motivations and responses. This kind of intrastaff consulta- 
tion and internal case review translates into quality rather than quantity.

The Bellingham Housing Authority is pleased to make a progress report since 
the opening of our first Elderly Project known as Depot Court. Project was con- 
structed at a cost of $1,025,000.00 and has been fully occupied since December, 
1969. 


On December 1, 1975 we opened our second Project known as Wrentham 
Manor, at a cost of $1, 212,000.00 and also fully dco We now have 120 units 
for elderly housing. 


Two years ago we applied and received from the State $80,000.00 to pur- 
chase two houses consisting of 3 units, to be rented to low income families. 


At the present time we are subsidizing rents to private landlords for families 
of low income, in the amount of $6,000.00 per month. This is funded by State 
and Federal monies. 


We are presently trying to get more Federal and State funds to increase these 
programs. By the number of applicants that we have there is a definite need. 


We wish to thank all Departments in Town who have helped us in the last 
few years.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


During the past year, the Board underwent some changes in personnel. Mr. 
Richard M. Sonier, Mr. Leo Perreault and Mr. Samuel Seay resigned because of 
other commitments. Their combined years of experience and dedication will be 
missed by the Board. 


We welcomed three new members to the Board to fill the above vacancies — 
Mr. Gary Cummings, Mr. Carl Rosenlund and Mr. Roger Lapierre. Mr. Rosenlund 
has had previous experience on the Board, having at one time served as its Chair- 
man. Upon reorganization, the officers elected were as follows: Chairman, James 
F. Brennan, Jr.; Vice-Chairman, Carl Rosenlund; Secretary, Phillip M. Gallagher; 
Clerk, Joan M. Wingle. 


During the year, the Board received 19 applications, of which 8 were ap- 
proved, 2 denied, 6 withdrawn, with 1 still pending and two carried over to 
January 6, 1977. There were 3 Earth Removal Permits renewed. 


Effective on January 1, 1976, the State approved new zoning legislation 
known as Chapter “808”’’, optional until June 30, 1978, at which time it becomes 
mandatory. Prior to January 1, 1976, all Zoning Boards have worked under 
authority of Chapter 40A, “The Zoning Enabling Act.’ However, “808”, which 
has thoroughly reworked Chapter 40A, now called “The Zoning Act”, must now 
be followed as far as procedure is concerned, even though it has not been formally 
adopted by the Town. 


Because of “808”, USE VARIANCES may be granted only if a zoning by- 
law expressly so permits; Bellingham has no such by-law to date. 


Also under “808”’, if the Zoning Board of Appeals does not take action 
within 90 days of public hearing for a Special Permit, and 75 days from date of 
application for a Variance, such requests shall be considered granted (Sec. 9 and 
Sec. 15, respectively). 3 


The Zoning Board of Appeals has changed its requirements of 3 copies to 5 
copies of plans for public hearings. In this way, each voting member will have at 
his/her fingertips reference to aid in arriving at a decision.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


We are pleased to present this report summarizing the activities of the School 
Committee during this bicentennial year of our nation. The School Committee 
meets on the second and fourth Tuesdays of each month in the high school library. 
Fifty meetings were held during this calendar year. This includes negotiation and 
budget meetings in addition to regularly scheduled meetings. We are pleased that 
our citizenry does participate at least by attendance at meetings. Copies of any 
agenda as well as minutes of meetings are available. If a citizen wishes to place an 
item on the agenda, he need only communicate with the Chairman or the office of 
the Superintendent at least one week prior to meeting night. 


The School Committee is organized into various subcommittees. This brings 
about more efficiency since each member-can now become more knowledgeable 
in an area or two rather than attempt to keep abreast in all areas. 


Our staff continues in its efficiency in assessing our program offerings. All 
disciplines are reviewed and updated on a continuous basis. Every attempt is made 
to individualize instruction. Our elementary division is in a self-evaluation process 
on a voluntary basis. Our secondary division will begin its self-evaluation this com- 
ing school year 1977—1978 in anticipation of evaluation in the fall of 1978 by the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges. | 


In March of this year Bruno Santini was elected to the School Committee 
replacing Robert P. Donahue. 


Our most critical problem is that of insufficient space. We must recognize 
that this additional space is not to answer an anticipated inadequacy but to respond 
to an existing need. We are on double sessions for the third year. In addition to 
this, we are renting a nonpublic facility, Assumption School, for the second con- 
secutive year. 


Our projections indicate that there is no relief in sight other than providing 
additional space. We must act now.

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MINIMUM AGE FOR ENTRANCE TO KINDERGARTEN 


The child shall attain the age of five during the calendar year in which he 
intends to enroll in kindergarten. 


A child transferring from another school system’s kindergarten class whose 
entrance age requirement is lower than that in Bellingham should have had regular 
experience in a public school kindergarten at least until the Thanksgiving Recess 
and may be registered for entrance into kindergarten not earlier than the first pub- 
lic school day after the above-mentioned recess. In addition, a statement shall be 
required from the previous school attended that the child is capable of doing 
kindergarten work, and has been in attendance a minimum of 75% of the school 
year. If, after a reasonable time the adjustment is not satisfactory, in the judgment 
of the Superintendent of Schools, he shall be dropped from the rolls. —

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
d 


To the School Committee: 

I am pleased to submit my eighteenth annual report on this our nation’s bi- 
centennial year. The year 1976 was a productive and exciting one for Bellingham 
education. In addition to maintaining a program of quality instruction, the ingen- 
uity of staff and students produced many bicentennial reflections in a meaningful 
educational setting. This was manifested in a variety of ways in the areas of art, 
music, drama, and the other unified arts as the vehicle of our commemoration of 
our 200th year. During this bicentennial year we graduated the largest class in the 
history of Bellingham High School. While 237 seniors were graduating, we received 
335 freshmen. We are in our third year of double sessions at the high school and 
continue with the rental of nonpublic school facilities at the elementary level. 


A review of several previous reports authored by this writer will reveal that 
this problem is one of long standing. The issue has been brought to the people on 
more than one occasion. In the absence of affirmative action we have found it 
necessary to utilize spaces such as cafeterias and indeed closets as instructional 
areas. The environment in which a child learns affects the quality of the instruction- 
al process. Every study of this space problem has concluded that additional facil- 
ities are required. However, only the construction of a facility that anticipates our 
long-range needs as well as meets our immediate needs is the answer worthy of our 
youth today. The students we serve today will provide for our society as we journey 
toward our nation’s bicentennial anniversary. It appears that our seventh and eighth 
grade population will range from 700 to 800 during the projected years. Our enroll- 
ment in grades 9 thru 12 will continue between 1300 to 1400 pupils. This means 
that during the several years ahead, as far as we dare to project, our educational 
responsibility to our youth will suffer the constraints of insufficient space.

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Recognizing this problem, we shall continue to employ to the utmost those 
facilities available and, combining imagination with dedication, strive to improve 
our opportunities. 


In our social studies department we have instituted a pilot “honors” program. 
This is an innovative program designed to meet the needs of the gifted student. 


In our foreign language department we offered to our students a choice of 
five languages. We have reintroduced a course in Latin 1 and were pleasantly sur- 
prised at the number of students who have elected this program. We have instituted 
a Latin club and now have five foreign language clubs: Latin, French, German, 
Spanish, and Italian. 


In the area of science we have instituted an “honors”’ program in biology and 
are planning on a similar program in chemistry next September. 


Lack of sufficient and adequate space continues to seriously and adversely 
affect our programs in industrial arts, home economics, and general art. 


Our high school business department has been visited by representatives from 
thirty-three high schools throughout the Commonwealth which is most gratifying 
to us. Our DECA (Distributive Education Club of America) students have won 
honors at the regional and state levels and have participated in national competition. 


We are pleased that there are many students now electing math courses be- 
yong those minimally required. All our math classes are involved with the metric 
system in one form or another. The metric system will gradually become the sys- 
tem of measurement in the United States. 


We are pleased that our English department and other disciplines are working 
cooperatively in encouraging students to write as accurately in the content areas as 
well as in English classes. 


Through the efforts of our guidance department we are continuing in the 
Dean Junior College Cooperative Enrichment Program. This year ten seniors have 


been scheduled into the program. 


On June 4 we celebrated our thirty-eighth commencement exercises.

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The bicentennial year was a successful one at the elementary division as well. 
A gala concert was held at the high school in May combining the musical talents of 
students from all three elementary school districts. With the help of a federal grant 
our instrumental program grew so that each elementary district now has its own 
band. 


We now offer a program in environmental education in two of three districts. 
We hope to expand this offering that we may provide this activity to all three dis- 
tricts by September. 


In the area of special needs we continue to expand our services to meet the 
needs of children eligible for Chapter 766 services. Additionally, in cooperation 
with the Blackstone Valley Special Needs Collaborative, special needs students 
attend an afternoon program of vocational skills training at the Blackstone Valley 
Vocational Technical High School. 
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We have been fortunate in procuring federal funding for a wide range of 
needs which we would not be able to provide for thru total local funding. In addi- 
tion to our “Project Encouragement” summer and school year programs and other 
funded programs, we have instituted a preschool program with Title I funds which 
is designed to prepare preschool youngsters for kindergarten. 


At the elementary level a group of our teachers is working on updating our 
Language Arts Guide. Over 40 teachers participated in an inservice program on 
nutrition education. We have begun a self-evaluation process at the elementary 
level which will continue thru 1977. 


At the secondary level, also, we are beginning the work of self-evaluation in 
anticipation of the 1978 visit of the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. 


There have been few staff changes during the past year. The most significant 
of these was the resignation of Timothy P. Connors, high school principal, who 
accepted the high school principalship in Wellesley. 


In December David L. Flynn, Vice Principal at North High School in Fram- 
ingham was appointed Principal of our High School.

“Interferences originating in business or industrial districts shall not be 
normally perceptible more than 100 feet within an Agricultural, Suburban, 
or Residential District.” 


Amend the first sentence of Section 4300. Cluster Development to read: 
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“Parcels in excess of ten acres located within the Agricultural (A) or 
Suburban (S) District may be subdivided and developed with cluster 
lots, if approved by the Board of Appeals for a Special Permit for 
cluster development.” 


Amend Subsection 4320 to read: 


“4320. The total number of lots shall not exceed the number of lots into 
which the land could legally be subdivided were it not for the provision of 
Section 4300, to be estimated in the absence of an alternative conventional 
plan as being equal to 85% of the overall parcel area, divided by the normal 
lot area requirement for the district in which the parcel lies, as provided in 
Section 2600. However, at least 80% of the lot area employed for zoning 
compliance shall be exclusive of area under water nine months or more in 
a normal year; fresh water wetlands as defined in Sec. 40, Ch. 131, G.L.; 
land having slopes in excess of 25 percent; or land otherwise precluded 
from development because of easements or local, state, or federal law, 
regulation, or statute. The number of lots proposed shall be supported by 
calculations submitted by a Registered Land Surveyor.” 


Amend Section 4330 to read: 


“4330. The intensity of use requirements of Section 2600 for the Resi- 
dential (R) District shall be conformed to for each cluster lot created in a 
Suburban District and the intensity of use requirements for the Suburban 
District shall be conformed to for each cluster lot created in an Agricultural 
District.” 


Amend ARTICLE V. DEFINITIONS to read as follows: 
a: Revise the definition of ‘Animal Kennel or Hospital” to read: 


“Animal Kennel or Hospital — Premises used for the harboring 
and/or care of more than three dogs or other domestic non-farm 
animals three months old or over. Use shall be so classified 
regardless of the purpose for which the animals are maintained 
or whether fees are charged or not.”
